The 
top of the building near us caved 
in 


since we came home. 
"Wa had three 


quakes In one night last week. 


"We have had a new development in 


our house since. I last w-ro:e you. Lena 
(Hlbert has appendicitis, it carae very 
suddenly. 1 gave her all the home 
remedies but she grew worse, so Dad 
hustled after a doctor and was for- 
tunate enough to flmt oni and bring 
him along. She had two light attacks 
before coming to Japan. 
He got a 


trained nurse. 
She is much better. 


The doctor says she must h^ve 
an 


operation before another attack comes 
on. There is no hospital to which to 
take her, but the America:! Red Cross 
gave a whole outfit for on»i to the only 
foreign hospital we had. 
The outfit 


includes blankets and tenu. They are 
going to set it up in about two weeks. 


"One of the awful thinj;a that hap- 


pened during the quake was at the 
'yoehl wara1 (houses of ill fame). For 
fear the girls would escape they shut 
them up In store houses and 20,001) of 
them were burned to death.

seen some awful photographs but they 
are censored and would t* taken out 
of letters.

city, whore our

settlement house. 34.000 people who 
had gone to a vacant pie<e of ground 
perished. I also saw pictures of this 
horrible thing. I enclose a clipping 
•which describes it anil the quake we 
had last week." 


Bobby, the Cunninghams' son. has 


been over all the devastated,area on 
hla bicycle. Mrs. Cunningham v/rites. 
"Yesterday." she says, "he went out 
for a while on his. wheel. When he 
came back I asked him where he had 
been. 'Down to see the-n dynamite 
•ome buildings,' he said. He had seen 
•Terything elne 'and wan'.ed to 
see 


that, too." 


W«lla of buildings in the business
